Diseases ought to be important to 
a tamily, state or nation exactly in 
pr< portion as they cause sickness 
and deaths and cost inouev. but this 
is recognized by few of our jieople 
< Ine case of cholera, yellow fever, 
bubonic plague, leprosy or other 
foreign pestilence would cause a pan- 
ic in any town or county, A small 
fraction of these 13,337 deaths in a 
mine disaster or railroad disaster 
would cause a thrill of borrow in 
the nation, but this daily tragedy 
from sickness and deaths Irom easily 
preventable diseases, so common 
that they are not feared, goes on be- 
fore the eyes of every community al- 
most without comment. 

THK COST OF S1CKNKSS IN KENTUCKY. 

As an econmic problem, a phase ol 
sickness seldom thought of by most 
people, che practicle importance of 
the above facts to our fiscal author- 
ities and people can hardly be over- 
estimated The estimate of our re- 
porters of an average of $94 lor the 
medical care, drugs, nursing and loss 
ot time for ench case of sickness, cer- 
tainly a very conservative one, plac- 
es the total yearly tax upon the 
people of Kentucky for these eight 
diseases at $12,101,398, nearly 
double the annual revenue ot the 
State. But the actual loss is far be 
yond this. It has become the fash- 
ion to talk about conservation, lim- 
iting the term to farms, forests, 
water-power, mines, factories and 
similar resourscs having recognized 
money value. A*,*? matter of fact, 
men, women^jtno 1 children — people — 
are the greatest resourse we have to 
conserve, and without people in such 
health and vigor that they can de- 
* veJop, operate and enjoy the farms 
and other things commonly called 
wealth, they have little more than 
an abstract value. Prof. Fisher, of 
Yale, the worid's greatest au'horitr 
upon the subject, tells us that the 
value of a burnau life gradually rises

could be disinfected or destroyed 
until all of them either recover <>r 
d'n, or if all the discharges Irrm the 
bowels and kidneys from every case 
O typhoid fever could be thoroughly 
disinfected before the vessels ure 
empiied, our people would be freed 
from both of these diseases. If the 
people could be properly instructed 
the expense of preventing these dis- 
eases would be small compared with 
what it now costs to have them. 
The history ol eight years of small- 
pox in Kentucky, from 1868 to 1806 
is another striking example, to say 
nothing of the distress, suffering and 
loss of life, it is estimated that this 
disease cost our people over a million 
dollars. This seems strange when it 
is now well known to the scientif c 
world that vaccination is an obso- 
lute preventive of smallpox, and 
that when properly done it is devoid 
0 danger. Vaccination has long 
cn compulsory in Germany and all 
c implv with the law, with the re- 
sult that for the last reported year 
there was but one imported case in 
t eir 02,000.0( 0 population. The 
average cost of a successful vaccina- 
tion is 40 cents, the average expense 
of caring lor a ease ol smallpox lor 
t C public is $40, and yet in the face 
O this experience, over 40 per cent, 
of our people remain unvaccinnted, 
enough in almost every community 
to spread the disease if a case is 
brought into it.
